Fruit spurs live to be five, 10,
15, or evén 20 years old  on
soine varieties of trees, Natural-
ly, to get a crop. on trees which
produce on fruit spurs the fruit
spurs must be preserved. Preser-
vaticn depends first on you—
don't cut them all off; and, sec-
ond, on you agaln—you must
make it possible for these fruit
spurs to have sunlight through-
the summer by keeping the top
of the tre¢ open.
